The portions of the Arctic ocean 
through which Porter saileil have never 
been explored, like some other sections 
to the east and west His route lay 
from Behring strait* up north 
of the American continent and 
above the course which Col- 
linson took on his remarkable 
voyage of exploration in 1S5L It Is 
seldom, indeed, that vessels are able to 
coast along the northern shore of 
America on nccount of the obstruction 
from ice, and the fact Is that only two 
instances are on record where vessels 
have been able, by taking advantage 
of open water, to reach the mouth of 
the Mackenzie river. The foat of Capt 
Porter, in deserting the shore line of 
the continent and striking boldly out 
for the north. Is therefore, the more 
remarkable. 

It should be understood that the 
farthest point heretofore reached was 
that attained by Lockwood, of the 
Oreely expedition, in lusj, who reached 
an altitude of si degrees and JO min- 
utes. Nares, in lHTtl, following almost 
the same route which Ureeley subse- 
quently took, achieved a record of 82 
degreea Koldewey, in 18r)«, in his ex- 
plorations north of Iceland, reached un 
altitutle of 75 degrees, while Payer, in 
1S71, proceeding north of Novaya Zem- 
lya, above Lapland, discovered Franz 
Jo6ef Land, M degrees north.

The Moorish Tribes Continue to Fire 
m on Fort San Miguel. 



The Gunboat Cuervo Fired Upon— The Boat 

Return, the Fire sad Many Tribesmen 
J Jkre Killed and Woonded-The Caby- 
j lot Erecting Earthwork*. 

Madrid, Oct a— A Urge body of 
troops left this city Sunday for the 
front, Melilla, Id Morocco, being tbeir 
objective point The approach to the 
railroad stations were densely packed 
with people, who frantically cheered 
the departing soldiers. 

Another gun-beat has been ordered 
to Melilla, and almost at the same hour 
news reached here Sunday evening 
that the gun-boat Cuervo, which has 
been shelling the piratical haunts on 
the Riff coast, near Mcllilla, has 
reached Malaga, with dispatches from 
(ren. Margello, requesting that no fur- 
ther re-enforoementa be sent to MelilH 
for the present 

The general reports that the Moor- 
ish tribes continue to Are at inter- 
vals upon Fort San Miguel, the fire be- 
ing directed upon the fort from the 
deighboring heights. Saturday even- 
ing Gen. Margello adds, the Moors fired 
into Melilla, a bullet from the heights 
lodging in the governor's house. 

When the Cuervo left Melilla, the 
commander of the gunboat reports, she 
was fired upon off Tres Forcas. The 
gunboat promptly returned the fire, 
and a regular engagement followed, 
during which many of the tribesmen 
were killed and numbers were wound- 
ed. The Cabylos outside of and near 
Melilla continue to erect extensive 
earthworks, and seem to be prcpuring 
for a regular siege and to resist a strong 
effort to drive them away. 

They are receiving reinforcements 
hourly and are increasing in audacity 
every moment In spite of this, how- 
ever, Murgello needs no forth** rein- 
forcements, being certain, 
troops already at his disposal and on 
the way to Melilla, to defeat the Moors 
if they attack him and to take the of- 
fensive when all his plans for so doing 
are perfected. 
"Later.— The bey of the Melilla dis- 
trict, it Is further learned from the dis- 
patches of Uen. Margello. has visited 
that officer, end has asked permission 
for the Moors to bring provisions into 
the Melilla markets. The bey declared 
that the sulton of Morocco would pun- 
ish the offending tribes. 

Gen. Margella is of the opinion that 
the real subject of the Ivy's visit was 
to ascertain what preparations were 
being mode at Mellila. The bey, pre- 
vious to his departure, stated that the

Observations of the Corloas WhU. Metal 



One day recently, when the exporta- 
tion of gold was at its height and the 
papers of the land were filled each day 
with the recorded "flight of eagles 
abroad." a large two-horse truck drew 
up before the subtreasury in Wall 
street 

Backing up to the curb, a number of 
ordinary laborers began carelessly to 
unload a quantity of reddish-brown 
metal slabs, with which the vehicle 
was burdened. Immediately ft crowd 
gathered and watched the progress of 
the meUvl from the truck up the alley- 
way which separates the subtreasury 
from the United States assay office. 

"See those Ingots of gold," remarked 
a down-town merchant to a New York 
Herald man in passing. 

"The bullion must bo coming our 
wfty," said the other, and the two men 
paused with the crowd to watch the 
laborers at their work. Others joined 
the throng, and many were the com- 
ments regarding the integrity of hum- 
ble workmen and the prospective 
value of the load. It was considerable, 
and one statistician estimated that 
there was at least one million dollars' 
worth of metal openly displayed on the 
street 

"In no other country," said he,
